 Hereit was (as before mentioned in our firſt Part) 
that ſix of his Wives appeared againſt him, and at his 
Tryal he pleaded Guilty to thoſe Six and Twelve more. 
For which being Convicted, and the Law not reaching 
to his Liſe, the Judges were pleaſed ſo far ro commile: 
rate the unhappy poor women he had undone, but 
eſpecially the Parſon's Daughter, that they gave her 
leave to lay an Altion upon him of '5000 7. by virtue 
of which, being ſtill detained a Priſoner, he removed .
